The federal forces were sup­ 
posed to number 1,000 men and were 
in command of Generals Navarro and 
Hernandez.

Commissioners Report on Minnesota 
Personal Property Tax Law. 


St. Paul, Dec. 17.— Attempts to tax 
real and personal property at its full 
I value are confessed a failure in Min­ 
nesota by the state tax commission, 
which filed its annual report with Gov­ 
ernor Eberhart. 
In spite of the law, 
the commission says, it has been the 
universal practice for years to value 
property at 25 to 50 per cent of the 
full value for taxation purposes. ‘ The 
truth might 
as well be frankly ac­ 
knowledged,” the report says, ‘‘that it 
is a dead letter, a still born statute, 
uninforced and uninforceable ” 
The commission enumerates another 
failure in the attempt to reach mon­ 
eys. credits and other intangible prop­ 
erty for taxation, 
in practice, it says, 
it has been possible to reach a very 
small percentage of such property. 
It 
recommends that instead of the usual 
rate all such proi>erty be listed separ­ 
ately to pay a flat rate of 4 mills on 
the dollar.” 
The gross earnings system of taxa­ 
tion is commended In the report and 
the commission takes a stand in favor 
of extending it to street railways, tele 
graph lines, sleeping cars and similar 
corporations. 
As to steam railroads the commis­ 
sion Intimates that the present 4 per 
cent tax may be found too low. 
In 
case the revised valuation of roads 
now being made should show the tax 
too low the commission favors an in 
crease in the rate to correspond. 
The report takes a stand against 
the income tax, not believing cond! 
tions to warrant a change in the sys­ 
tem. 
It is silent on the tonnage tax 
for iron ore, which was recommended 
two years ago.

The ball game as played by the 
Cherokees is as important to them as 
football or any other popular game is 
to other people. 
The eastern band of 
Cherokees live on the Quails reserva- [ 
tion. in western North Carolina. 
The neighborhood in which I live, I 
writes an Indian girl in the Red Man, ' 
is divided Into four main sections— 
nam ely, Yellow Hill, Seco, Big Cove 
and Birdtown. 
Tile Indians living in 
one of these sections will challenge 
those living in another to a game of 
ball. 
They choose their players and 
agree upon the time and place for 
playing the game. 
It is generally 
played in nu open field far different 
from the well graded field upon which 
the game of football is played. 
The evening before the game the In­ 
dians, tile women included, hold a 
donee in their respective sections of 
the country. These dances are held in 
the open air, usually near some small 
stream. 
Tho women do the singing 
while the mon dance. 
In their songs 
they make all kinds of remarks about 
those of the opposing side. 
These 
dunces continue all night long. From 
the time of tile dances until after tile 
game the players are not allowed to 
eat any food. 
The following day the people from 
the different sections gather at the ap­ 
pointed place to witness the game. 
They either sit or stand around the 
edge of the field. 
The ball players 
each have two sticks similar to those 
used in the game of lacrosse, only 
smaller. 
The ball is tossed up iii tho 
center of tin* field, and the game be­ 
gins. 
The object is to get it around 
two poles placed at each end of the 
field a certain number of times. 
They 
cannot pick up the ball iii their bands. 
The players who succeed In getting the 
ball around the poles at tho end of the 
field the greatest number of times win 
the game.

The stage has had many high kick­ 
ers who could flick off a Johnnie’s hat, 
but Mile. Gaby Deslys is the first that 
ever kicked off a king's crown. You 
know aiiout Gaby? 
She is the little 
French danseuse with whom Manuel 
was so smitten that he had her down 
in Lisbon and danced attendance on 
her before tile shocked eyes of the na­ 
tion. In Paris they called her the un­ 
crowned queen of Portugal. 
Well, Gaby Deslys (pronounce It Dt- 
lee) had not a little to do with bring­ 
ing on the revolution. The Portuguese 
are not a nation of prudes, but they 
do object to their exalted ruler making 
love to a dance hall girl in public.

decrease. 
Some of tin* 
very 
small 
tow ns and villages have show n the 
sam e tendency. 
But the cities from 
IO,(Kid upward 
have alm ost all ad 
vanced, soon* of them enorm ously. In 
the list of the 
world’s ten 
largest 
c ities tin* United States has three. 
W e have one city exceeding bood,boo 
In population, tw o exceeding 2,000.duo, 
three exceeding I .OOO,OOO, or four lf the 
environs of Boston were Included in 
that 
city; 
eight 
exceeding 
500,000. 
eighteen 
exceeding 
HOO,OOO, 
tw enty 
eight exceeding 200,OOO and fifty ex 
reeding 100,000. 
T hese fifty are dis 
tributed 
through 
tw enty-six 
states. 
N ew York,

San Francisco Undaunted. 


Another pleasing fact is that despite 
her disastrous earthquake and fire San 
Francisco has Increased from 342,782 
in P.too to 410,912 in 1910. 
Oakland 
and 
Berkeley ar** virtually parts of 
San Francisco, and both have grown 
prodigiously. 
If the two be added to 
tim larger city the total population is 
increased to more than 000,000. 
More­ 
over, the enormous increase of Los 
Angeles and 
other California cities 
show s som ething of the growth that 
might have taken place bi San Fran­ 
cisco had It not been for her disaster. 


M innesota Can contend that the two 
are essentially one in all but name aud 
that a true rating can only be given 
j them by consolidation. 
Thus if Min­ 
neapolis and St. Paul were combined 
we should have 510,152, ranking as the 
ninth city in the country. 
There are many other cities that 
would considerably augm ent their pop­ 
ulation by a little expansion. The case 
j of San Francisco, Oakland and Berke­ 
ley has already been mentioned. 
Like­ 
w ise Omaha and South Omaha prac­ 
tically constitute one cit}'. 
If the tw o 
were joined together they would have 
150,097 instead of the 124,090 given to 
Omaha now. 
The cities in northern 
N ew Jersey would be m ost affected by 
consolidation, however. 
Thus Eliza­ 
beth, the Oranges and several sm aller 
villages contiguous to Newark would 
give tile metropolis of N ew Jersey 
more than half a million. 
Bayonne, 
Hoboken, W est Hoboken and several 
other tow ns are really a continuation 
of Jersey City. 
If these were added 
the tot a I population w ould run a close 
second to the greater Newark. 


State Lines Retard Totals. 


All the expansions m entioned could j 
be readily made, since the cities to be 
consolidated are in the sam e states. 
There are a number o f cases, however, 
where state lines intervene. 
Notable 
am ong these are K ansas City, Mo.. 
and K ansas City, Kan. 
Omaha. Neb., 
aud Council Bluffs, la., furnish an­ 
other case In point, and so do St. 
Louis. Mo., and E ast St 
Louis, Iii. 
Then there tire C incinnati, O., and 
Covington. Ky.; also Philadelphia, Pa., 
and Camden. N. J. Chicago would also 
gain enorm ously by adding contiguous 
Indiana territory.

Colonies Show Effect. 


T he sam e farce has been at work 
in the colonial field. 
It was the loss 
of America which show ed to England 
the futility o f her old colonial policy. 
She changed It for the better. 
The 
result is that m ost o f the dependencies 
of the British em pire are self govern­ 
ing. 
Australasia, 
for exam ple, 
has 
adopted som e of the most advanced 
governm ental ideas now in force on 
earth. 
In all lands steady progress has been 
made, and the trend has been toward 
dem ocracy. 
This m ovem ent for politi­ 
cal freedom has had no sm all part in 
bringing about the m arvelous material 
and scientific progress o f the century. 
D em ocracy throw s men on their own 
resources and thus calls out their ln- 
! berent powers and individual initia­ 
tive. 
L ikew ise it rem oves shackles 
from their minds. 
The result is an era 
of invention, research and advance­ 
ment. 
The American Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence w as the starting point o f all 
this new developm ent. 
The book of 
liberty of which it w as the opening 
chapter has only begun to be written. 
The republic o f Portugal is the latest 
paragraph, and Spain is preparing to 
w rite another. 
Already she has broken 
the shackles of church and state, and 
her Tull em ergence from the night of 
monarchy is but a question of time 
Spain had a republic once under Elni­ 
no Castelar. 
True, it lasted only for 
a year and a day; but. having once
